EXAMINER'S REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As regards 



independent claims 1 and 5 the following limitations, in combination with other limitations are 
neither anticipated nor made obvious by the prior art, "creating multiple combinations and 
configurations of computer processors, operating systems, computer peripherals and computer 
products to be evaluated- of the switching multiplexor with a plurality of switches allowing; " in 
combination with "creating a hardware and a software selector of the controller with a physical 
control that includes both human intervention and computer control for controlling the selection 
control". The combination of Applicant's instant amendments and arguments as presented in the 
6-10-2005 responses, see page 10, have been persuasive. 

3.1 As regards independent claim 9 the following limitations, in combination with other 
limitations is neither anticipated nor made obvious over the prior art, "wherein the switching 
multiplexor provides connection between computer devices and the computer product based on a 
selection and wherein the multiple combination of the switching multiplexor allows multiple 
combinations of computer processors, operating systems, computer peripherals and computer 
products to be evaluated" in combination with "wherein the controller has a hardware and a 
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software selector with a physical control that includes both human intervention and computer 
control for controlling the selection control*'. The combination of Applicant's instant 
amendments and arguments as presented in the 6-10-2005 responses, see page 10, have been 
persuasive. 

3.2 Dependent claims 3, 4, 6-8 and 12-20 are allowed as they depend from allowed claims. 

3.3 Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance." 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Specifically, US Patent 4,964,124 discloses a computer peripheral tester (Abstract and Figure 1), 
however, the Examiner notes that this reference fails to disclose or suggest the support for 
multiple processors, a multiplexer switch or support for multiple operating systems. 
US Patent 4,837,764 discloses a method of testing computer peripherals that are plug in modules 
(Figure 1 item 22), and using software to control the testing (Figures 4, 4A and 4B), however this 
reference also fails to disclose or suggest the testing of peripherals with multiple processors and 
operating systems.
